Thé Honorable Candelario Garcia, Speaker pro. tem. 
called the Council to order. 

On motion of Hon. Anastacio Sandoval,the Hon. Se- 
vero Baca was nominated as President of the Council du- 
ring its session. The motion was unanimvusly adopted. 

On motion of Hon. f Celso Baca, a committee of three 
members was appointed composed of the Honorables Cel- 
so Baca, Andres Romero and Juan B. Valdez; for the 
purpose of requesting the Hon. Secretary of New Mexico, 
II. H. Heath to administer the usual oath to the President 
and the several officers of this honorable body during its 
session. 

The Committee having retired, on motion of Hon. Die- 
go Archuleta, the Council took a recess until their return. 


The Committee having returned, the Council was called 
to order by the Hon. President; when Committee repor- 
tea having fulfilled its commission; and introduced the 
Hon. Secretary of the Territory to assume the duty which 
he was requested to perform. 

On motion of Hon. Wm. L. Rynerson, the Council pro- 

-ceeded to the nomination of several officers to be sworn 
together with the Hon. President, their appointment. 

On motion of Hon. Anastacio Sandoval, Rafael Chacon 
was unanimously elected, Chief Clerk of the Council. 

On motion of Anastacio Sandoval; Antopio Martin y 
Martines was unanimously elected Assistant Clerk. f 
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On motion of Anastacio Sandovalr José Salazar was 
unanimously elected Engrossing Clerk. 

On motion of Anastacio Sandoval ; Teofilo Romero was 
unanimously elected Enrolling Clerk, 

On motion of Anatacio Sandoval ; Ricardo Gallegos was 
unanimously elected Sergeant at Arms. 

On motion of Anastacio Sandoval ; Crespin Torres was 
unanimously elected Porter. 

On motion of Anastacio Sandoval; Faustin Barela was 
unanimously elected Interpreter. 

Having concluded the election of officers, the Hon. 
Secretary of the Territory, proceeded to administer the 
usual Oath; first to the Hon. President of the Council ;

justice of thh peace and judge of probate who have the

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«omply with its provisions, but the misfortune is that it 
imposes none upon those who interrupt compliance with 
said law, or upon those more than all who refuse to place 
their children in the school. 

For the which I suggest to your honorable bodies ‘hing 
if my suggestions have any merit in your consideration, 
that as persons interested in the future welfare of our peo- 
ple whom you represent, said law may be amended in 
such manner as shall give power to the authorities to ex- 
ecute and to couse compliance with the provisions of the 
Jaw without disturbance from any person.

The structure now stands not only as a notable signal 
of the estimation in which the people of New Mexico hold 
the memory of the brave who have fallen, but also as a 
lasting monument of the patriotism and generosity of the 
Representatives of this people. 

Few monuments of this class can be found in any coun- 
try, more chaste, more simple, or less expensive. Its 
entire cost to the Territory has been only three thousand 
three hundred dollars; the citizens uf Sarnia Fe have 
contributed two hundred dollars to aid in laying the cor- 
ner stone and towards its completion. Whilst in the 
meantime thanks are due to the military authorities for 
all the transportation required during its erection; this 
aid lessened the cost on the monument at least one-half. 

This monument as it stands, i is as much an ornament 
to the capital of the Territory, as it is an honer to the 
whole Territery, and although its cost came against the 
people at a time when the public funds were in a yery low 
condition, still we have this consideration to console us; 
that this is an expenditure in a worthy cause; with which 
like expense we humbly trust never again to have to tax 
either our patriotism or our treasury. 

To give honor to the dead who have fallen inthe de- 
fence of our country is equally the duty and the sorrow-

To the honorable Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of New Mexico: 

Gentlemen—In obedience to sections 26 and 32 of an 
act approved- January 31st, 1857, I have the honor to 
submit to your honorable body the following report of 
depredations committed by hostile Indians in this county 
from the 1st of January to the 30th of November, 1868 : 

Jan. 1—The train of Loretto, wounding him and his 
son severely, and taking -eight sacks of corn; supposed 
from the signs to be Nayajus.
